The Republicans of Cook County will learn

Nothing less than a Convention, and ‘regular 
nominations,of able and men, 
for all the places created, and their election 
by the usual Republican majoritics, will 
answer the demands of the party. It wouid 
be @ sorry illustration of Popular Sover- 
eignty to see some such brawler as Bob Black- 
well carry off the prize at the end of a scrub- 
race in which half-a-dozen Republican candi- 
dates would defeat themselves.

The telegraph reports that a bill passed the 
Senate yesterday, 24 yeas to 10 nays, authori 
‘sing Secretary Cobb to issue twenty millions 
more ot treasury notes. Coming iuto power 
‘with millions of money in the treasury, the 
Buchanan administration seems only bent 
upon involving the nation in debt to the last 
dollar capitalists will invest iu its securities. 
Every Democratic spoilsman—their name is 
legioa—adopts the motto—‘‘ put money in 
my purse“ —and the weak, old gentleman 
of the White Uouse is too benevolent to in- 
terpose.

Illegal Voting. 

If a Registry law had been in existence in 
Chicago on Tuesday, the Republican majority 
would have been from five to eight hundred 
larger than it was. The Democrats did an enor- 
mous amount of double voting. Scores upon 
scores of Celts voted from twice to ten times 
each for Gillman & Company. Bridgeport flood- 
ed into the Tenth Ward, and after voting there, 
scattered into the other Wards. Granger re- 
ceived at least 200 illegal votes. The rabble 
were exceedingly anxious to elect him, and 
voted often enough to make a sure thing of it— 
as they supposed. This duplicate voting was 
quietly and systematically practiced in all the 
Wards, by the Democrate. It was a part of the 
plan adopted by their secret clab organization ; 
and it was the anticipated efficacy of these 
traudulent ballots that, doubtless, made the 
Times feel so perfectly confident of success. 
We repeat, that had nove but legal votes been 
cast, the Republican msjority would have ex- 
ceeded 1,600 majority. Can not the Council 
devise some way of furnishing the judges of 
election a complete alphabetical list of the voters 
in each Ward? What legal obstacle is there 
against having such a list prepared a few days 
before charter election each’ spring? There is 
no other way of protecting the ballot box 
against enormous frauds at the charter elections.

absorbing interest with which our community has 


regarded the case of the unfortunate man now 
under sentence of death in this city, for the mur- 
der of Sophie Werner, will give a value and tem- 
porary demand tor all and auythiog that may 
serve to throw light upon the history of the 
tragedy and its actors. 

The enterprising news-men, Messrs. Norris & 
Hyde, No. 100 Dearborn street, have laid upon 
our table a pamphlet just issued by them, The 
Life, Career and Trial of Henry Jumperiz.” It 
will be remembered that it was upon this book the 
injunction of the Court was issued, restraining its 
publication, during the interval between the con- 
vietion of the prisoner and the decision upon the 
motion for a new trial. The injanction having 
been dissolved, the book will be on sale to-day. 
It purports to be a history of the Bartel Tragedy” 
from its first inception ; also, a full report of the 
trial of one of the most marked in the criminal 
annals of our city. 

The most interesting portion of the book (which 
is evidently hastily thrown together) will be found 
in the full personal details of the life and parent- 
age of Henry Jumpertz, given in and from the 
autherltic form of letters from his home. From 
these we learn that Henry is the oldest son and 
child of respectable, intelligent, but poor, parents 
residing at Bonn, Prussia. Their letters to their 
son are among the most affecting we have ever 
read. The writers are devout religionists of the 
Roman Catholic faith. Their other children were 
ason and daughter, now living, respectively of 
the ages of seventeen and thirteen, and a son 
named Franz, two years younger than Henry, or 
about twenty-four years o d, believed to be dead. 
Henry and Franz came to this country some five 
years since, and almost immediately separated, 
and for four years nothing has been heard of 
Franz, though be has been widely advertised for, 
in the leading cities of this country. 

Thus to the grief of a son for four years missing, 
is now added the worse fate of the eldest son, now 
in the cell of a convicted murderer in this city.

Marriage Life in France. 

Chiefiy the autbority of travelers who have 
decribed life as they saw it, and who have 
not always seen it trom the most domestic 
— of view, large numbers have come to 

lieve France one of the most immorral 
countries in Europe, unless Italy be excepted. 
Paris is probably about as loose a capital as 
any need wish to see. Yet vice and virtue 
are not mixed up,even in Paris, as Dr. San- 
ger has shown to be, In every street In 
New York ; aor does vice walk street as 
uoblustingly. But all cities are great 
sores in some point of view, as Jefferson has 
truly said ; and French cities are more sys- 
tematically d:praved probably than many 
others. But he who sees the corruption of 
French city life, and judges thereby of — 
whole French nation, greatly misjudges the 
bulk of the people. And nothing seems to be 
better established than that the small farmers 
and the country people E who age 
the masses, are very much like that class 
people, all the world through, and eat 
equal to the average in point of mortalit 2 
— aud nd giving in marriage, like

Population does not increase quite so fast 
in France as in England, nor in England, of 
course, as in the United States. But France 
furnishes, at least, the most authen.ic and aec- 
carate statistics, exnibiting the effects of ev- 
ery different mode of life, upon the national 
ity. Ia this respect, it is far before 

every other country on the globe, 

Out of thirty-six millions e iababitants in 
France. fifteen and a half millions are mar- 
ried, or in a dn This, cer- 
tain! , does not as thoug was

half millions are bachelors or spiasters, le v- 
ing only tweive millions for children, so. at 
least the figures show. Tuus the proportion 
of the married would seem much larger than 
would have been expected, but the number of 
singularly small 

Dr. Farre thinks, however, that the type of 
the French race is improving, from the dimu- 
nition of bad types, such as idiots and luua- 
tics, who do not marry. The general opinion 
bas been, that ia polat of stature at least, 
Frenchmen were rather deteriorating. In 
France, marriage is much more the result of 
prudential ealculations and considerations 
than with us, or even with the Moglish, All 
is done by negotiation. The heart has little 
to do with the matter ; fancy nothing, and 

ence everything. The marriage is not 
legal unless the man is eighteen, and the wo- 
man fifteen. Even then, unless the head of 
the family give his or her consent, the cere- 
mony can be set aside. Ia all this, France is 
in ove extreme; and we quite as excessively 
in the other.

Marriage i is more favorible to long life than 
celibacy as these statistics prove, unless it be 
very early marriage. The howe oy. of males 
marrying before twenty is almost five times 
as great, itis said, as of those remaining 
single.

From twenty upwars, marriage seems to give 
about double the chance of seeing sixty. To 
about thirty, the chance of life for unmarried 
famales is rather better than that of married. 
But from this up, the scale turns decidedly 
the other way ; and the chance of seeing six- 
ty is very far better for the married than the 
uomarried female. For those marrying un- 
der twenty, however, the chances of mortali- 
ty are rather than those who wait un-
